WISE LONELINESS 


Our rural population in America has shrunk one-fifth in a 
q uarter of a century, compared with the total population. 
In 1000 there were 60 percent of our people living on farms 
(im hour* wit a 
or in villages of less than 2500 people. 
Now, the Census b u­ 
reau reports, there are only *18 per cent. 
The rural sections do not lose to the cities “ ab solutely” 
b ut “relatively.*’ 
They fail to keep their share of people. 
They produce population, one might say, almost as they [» re­ 
duce food, and send it to the industrial centers. 
In distinctly farming areas 100 wives have 195 children, 
to only* 157 for the same numb er of wives in villages, and 
128 children in towns and cities. 
The farm women, along 
with all their other duties, supply sons and daughters to 
make up the deficit of the ir city sisters. 
This contrib ution, more than any other, is what keeps tin* 
city growing and flourishing and retards growth of farm 
population. 
And then city lolk, prospering only b ecause of 
the new b lood furnished them regularly b y the country at 
such cost, still affect to scorn the country! With immigration 
lessened, they must depend more and more on their own 
“hinterland.” 
The city has never yet half appreciated what the country 
has done for it.

The total b ird population of continental United State« , us I 
estimated b v b iologists of the department of agriculture is 
1,000,000,000 to 5,000,000,000. 
There are prob ab ly ab out 
40 b irds to every person. 
As to the b reeds, it is pleasant to note tivt the friendly 
rob in is most numerous. 
In the northeastern and central 
states, the only sections thoroughly covered in the b ird cen­ 
sus, out, of 1,052,000,000 in all. there were found 82,000,000 
rob ins. 
Next came the English sparrow with 50,000 000 
the catb ird with 54,000,000, the meadow lark with 29,000,- 
000, the house wren and kingb ird with 23,000 000 each 
and the b lueb ird with 22,000,000. 
These proportions b light 
not hold true for other sections, or for the country as a 
whole. 
Dixon ob servers will opine that if the rob in is more 
numerous than the sparrow, then the sparrow has a wa\ of 
making himself more conspicuous. 
Altogether the showing is good for our feathered friends 
I hey a re larther from extermination than main ha w sUn-
